Taxpayers Get a Break 

The taxpayers, it seems, are getting a break in 
plans to expand and renovate the Pasadena public 
school system. Or, at least, the raising of the needed 
revenue will be relatively painless. 

This, of course, is in reference to Propositions 
Q and R which voters are asked to approve June 3. 

The former, if approved, will provide $8,000,000 
for Pasadena high schools; the latter, $5,000,000 to 
Pasadena City College. 

PROPOSITION Q adds $.1540 per $100 of 
assessed valuation to each home-owner’s tax bill; 
but the tax ceiling will not have to be raised. 

Proposition R will not add a cent to anyone’s 
tax bill. These bonds will be retired by payments 
from out-of-district students. 

It seems, therefore, that we will be getting 
vitally needed school facilities at little cost in in¬ 
creased taxes, a happy state of affairs almost unique 
in the annals of school expansion. 

Sierra Madreans and residents of Hastings Ranch 
will be exceptionally blessed if the bond issues pass 
because they will be able to send their high school 
children to a new building in Victory Park, almost 
within walking distance of home. 

That additional school facilities are needed there 
can be little question. If the bond issues fail to pass 
this year, our already over-crowded classrooms will 
be more jammed still next year. 

Here is what the money will be used for. 

PROPOSITION Q will provide $2,646,500 to six 
junior high schools for new construction, equipment, 
remodeling and rehabilitation. 

Muir Senior High will get $1,668,200 to com¬ 
plete its conversion from a four-year to a three-year 
school. 

A total of $3,595,260 will be used to complete 
and equip Pasadena High School in Victory Park. 
Funds now available (from the 1954 bond issue) will

Demos Shouldn’t Underestimate Nixon

THE DEMOCRATS AND 
RICHARD NIXON—If I were 
Paul Butler, the Democratic 
national chairman, I would 
be awfully worried these 
days. Recession, troubles in 
the Middle East, chaos in 
France—all these are things 
which normally should give 
encouragement to the politi¬ 
cal “outs” and cause anxiety 
for the “ins.” 

But if I were Butler I 
wouldn’t count very much on 
these world difficulties hav¬ 
ing much political advan¬ 
tage in the long pull. Right 
now, to me at least, it looks 
as if the Democrats might 
win the Congress in ’58 and 
lose the nation in ’60. 

And if they do I venture to 
predict it will be because 
they have underestimated a 
capable young politician 
named Richard M. Nixon. 

It’s a good legitimate po¬ 
litical by-play to call Nixon 
the “all-American Boy.” And 
it’s quite proper fo poke fun 
at him with suggestions 
broadcast by the Democratic 
National Committee that his 
upcoming autobiography 
should be entitled "From 
Here to Maturity.” 

But if the Democrats think, 
as many around here do, 
that they will be able to 
knock Nixon off this way 
they are going to be in for 
some big surprises come 
Election Day two years 
hence. If the Democrats be¬ 
lieve that Nixon has not 
learned some new tricks, they 
are deluding themselves.

Nixon has avoided the 
give-and-take of press con¬ 
ferences. He has even refused 
to speak before the NPC al¬ 
though there has been an in¬ 
vitation on his desk for over 
two years. 

This was a calculated re¬ 
fusal. It gives you some idea, 
though, of why Nixon has 
gone so far in polities. There 
is hardly an official in 
Washington who wouldn’t 
give his right aTm to be in¬ 
vited to address the NPC. But 
not Nixon. He wasn't in any 
hurry. He picked the time he 
wanted and, of course, was 
able to choose his own topic. 

It was no surprise that he 
chose to speak about our 
troubles in Latin America. 

* * * 

THERE HAS been fairly 
wide press coverage on what 
he said, so there is no need 
to repeat it here. Suffice it to 
say he pulled the rug from 
under his critics. First, he 
admitted that our difficul¬ 
ties below' the Equator are 
more deep-rooted than most 
Americans suspect. That was 
a sop to the liberals. Second, 
he acknowledged that he 
had been warned not to 
make the sort of trip he 
made. But he refused to bow 
to the “bully buys” who 
would make it impossible for 
any American official to 
travel abroad merely by ut¬ 
tering threats. That pleased 
the ordinary citizen’s pride 
in his government. 

While the Nixon talk was 
in rather general terms, there 
was not much that he said 
with which anyone could 
disagree. Poverty and human 
misery were at the bottom of 
most of the troubles; the 


people hated their dictator* 
who were robbing the coun¬ 
try and they hated us for 
supporting the dictators. 

There are many Democrats 
who will say, “What’s new 
about any of this? It’s what 
we have been telling you all 
along.” 

And rney will be right. 

* * * 

HOW NIXON OPERATES— 

What Nixon is doing, though, 
is known as stealing their 
thunder. And that’s where 
the Democrats’ difficulties 
begin. How are they going 
to lambast Nixon as a presi¬ 
dential candidate if he ech¬ 
oes their ideas and advo¬ 
cates the things they advo¬ 
cate? 

Tom Dewey used to do the 
same thing in New York and 
there are many indications 
that Nixon has studied the 
Dewey technique with great 
care. Every time the Demo¬ 
crats came up with a good 
idea Dewey would take it 
away from them. At the same 
time he stole their idea he 
would accuse them of being 
“scavengers in human mis¬ 
ery.” So he had it both ways. 

Nixon may not be a Tom 
Dewey, although there are 
some who insist the resem 
blance in method between 
the two men is quite marked. 
But one thing is certain: if 
the Democrats expect to beat 
Nixon they better not take it 
for granted that the Ameri¬ 
can public still regards him 
as "Slippery Dick.” 

The time for the Democrats 
to begin an “agonizing reap¬ 
praisal” of the man they’ve 
got to beat in 1960 is right 
now.

Anyone who spends a vacation outside the continental a period of observation, 
limits of the United States must have a Certificate of Im¬ 
munization in order to supply foreign and native health 
officials with written evidence that protection against cer¬ 
tain contagious diseases has been obtained. For foreign 
| travel, this certificate is as 
necessary as the passport. 

I The U.S. Public Health 
Service is the authority that 
imposes this regulation, and 
the certificate form is usual¬ 
ly provided when the indi¬ 
vidual receives his passport. 

If it isn’t, it may be obtain¬ 
ed from the local office of 
this federal agency. 

The immunizations requir¬ 
ed are given to protect the 
health of the individual, and 
also to prevent the passage 
o f communicable diseases 
from one country to anolher. 

SMALLPOX, cholera and 
yellow fever are the three 
vaccinations most generally 
required on the certificate, 
although there Is space for 
information on typhoid fever 
inoculations and any others 
that are considered advis¬ 
able. The immunization rec¬ 
ommended depends on where 
the person plans to go.
